Weeds thrive for master 
One 


TROY, Mich. (AP) -Jerry Baker, "America's master 


gardener," is waging battle with the enemy in his front 
yard, and he's losing. He says every time he turns around 
Mother Nature "is giving me a punch in the mouth." 


A glance about Baker's yard in this Detroit suburb would 


not indicate that the gardening author lives there - like 
thousands of other yards it is dotted with weeds. 


The grass needs mowing; the half-acre is dotted with 


dandelions, dehydrated 
rhododendron, 
chickweed and 


creeping junipers; and a 10-by-10 yard vegetable patch 
needs spading. 


"It's just your average yard," says Henry Baskin, a close 


friend and neighbor of Baker. 


Baker's fast-selling gardening books —"Plants are Like 


People" and "Talk to Your Plants," -have earned him 
the label of "America's master gardener" and "Mr. Grow 
It All." 


But weeds are growing between and around many of his 


plants. A 115-foot blue spruce has grown crooked since it 
toppled in a winter storm. A large section of his backyard 
needs to be torn up and raised to keep it from flooding. 
And his evergreens need pruning. 


One of the things Baker says in his books is that the gar- 


dener should talk to his plants —nicely. He has even gone 
so far as to name three of his favorites, "Deke, Denney and 
Doris Delphinium." 
Baker has his own television show, syndicated in more 


than 100 markets. 


His name is synonymous with growing things and he has 


been asked to endorse some 112 commercial products — 
from fertilizer to windshield wipers -since he quit his job 
as a Detroit policeman in 1961 to sell garden equipment. 


"I do what I say I do in my books. But I'm not immune 


from problems," Baker says.

Voiding of 
election 
suggested 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A lawyers' 


organization has asked a federal court 
to set aside the 1972 presidential elec- 
tion as "an utter fraud" and to order 
the ouster of President Nixon and Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford. 


The 207-page suit, filed Tuesday in 


U.S. District Court by the National 
Lawyers Guild, contends the election 
was invalid because of "numerous 
criminal and otherwise unlawful acts" 
committed in Nixon's re-election cam- 
paign. 


These acts, the suit charged, 


amounted to a conspiracy that violated 
the American people's "fundamental 
right to a republican form of govern- 
ment and their right to democratic 
self-government through meaningful 
and full participation in the political 
process." 


The suit said Ford should be ousted 


along with Nixon, because if the elec- 
tion is deemed invalid then Nixon's ac- 
tion in naming Ford as a successor to 
SpiroT. Agnew is also invalid. 


The National Lawyers Guild, claim- 


ing 4,000 members, describes itself as 
"an association dedicated to the need 
for basic change in the structure of our 
political and economic system." 


Bringing the suit along with the guild . 


was a group calling itself the Com- 
mittee to Set Aside the 1972 Election. 


Plaintiffs in the suit included "8,000 


American citizens." among them Rep. 
Ronald V. Dellums, D-Calif., and baby 
doctor Benjamin Spock.

Sirens sound storm alert 


Although civil defense sirens sent 


many Outagamie County residents 
scurrying for their basements, little 
damage resulted from a lightning storm 
that soaked the Fox Valley area Tues- 
day night. 


Outagamie County's 27 civil defense 


sirens were activated about 9 p.m., 
minutes after the Calumet County 
Sheriff's Department received reports 
of funnel cloud sightings in the Sher- 
wood and Darboy areas. 


There were no reports of tornadoes 


touching the ground in the Fox Valley. 


A spokesman at the National Weather 


Service office in Green Bay said this 
morning that there were at least five 
"reliable reports" of possible tornado 
sightings in a thin band between Sher- 


wood and Kimberly Tuesday night. 


A policeman reported seeing what he 


thought was debris being carried along 
at the bottom of the funnel cloud, the 
Weather Service said. 


Radio dispatchers in the Outagamie 


County Sheriff's Department activate 
the civil defense warning sirens. 


There were complaints today that 


radio and television stations were not 
immediately able to explain why the 
sirens were sounding throughout the 
county. 


A spokesman at one Appleton radio 


station said his personnel were unable 
to get through to police to get an 
explanation. 


Howard J. 
Rathbun, Outagamie 


County emergency government coor- 


dinator, said the four radio stations in 
the county are supposed to be notified 
immediately when the sirens are ac- 
tivated other than for test purposes. 


However, he said, the 
sheriff's 


department telephone lines were so 
jammed right away that personnel 
could not call out. There was no 
problem, 
though, Rathbun said, 


because it appeared that the radio sta- 
tions were able to call the sheriff's 
department almost immediately after 
the sirens were sounded and were able 
to broadcast essential emergency infor- 
mation. 


The sheriff's department activated 


the sirens after getting a point-to-point 
police radio warning from Calumet 
County authorities about the sighting of 


the possible tornadoes near Sherwood, 
Rathbun said. 


"As far as I'm concerned, the 


sheriff's department was perfectly jus- 
tified in blowing the sirens," Rathbun 
commented. "It went fine." 


Thousands of people who were unable 


to immediately learn why the sirens 
were sounding tried calling police and 
fire departments and radio stations. 


Police departments in surrounding 


cities, such as Menasha, reported get- 
ting calls from Appleton residents. 


A Wisconsin Telephone Co. spokes- 


man in Appleton said that at times 
Tuesday night Appleton's exchanges

Militants, troops battle in Belfast 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland (AP) — 


Gunfire crackled today in Protestant 
strongholds of East Belfast as militant 
strikers defied thousands of British 
troops in combat gear by re-erecting 
barricades the soldiers had torn down. 
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There was no immediate word of cas- 


ualties, but police said six or seven 
men were involved in the shooting. 


One mob of young men armed with 


rocks and clubs attacked and encircled 
a police patrol, and soldiers in armed 
cars moved in to rescue the officers. 


Objects thought to be bombs were re- 


ported to have been dumped on a half- 
dozen roads around the eastern quar- 
ter. Army demolition squads were dis- 
patched to check the reports. 


Traffic that had begun flowing for 


the first time in three days after the 
army swoop snarled again as the new 
barricades went up. 


The Protestant reaction came a few 


hours after soldiers in combat gear 
swarmed through the British prov- 
ince's beleaguered 
capital, 
clearing 


streets blocked to back up a Protestant- 
led general strike. 


It was a quick reply to claims by 


strike leaders that they controlled 
Northern Ireland to the point of being 
able to form a provisional government. 


Soldiers, with blackened faces and 


guns at the ready moved in at dawn 
and quickly cleared all main roads into 
the capital. They bulldozed vehicles to 
the sidewalks. 


Extra British troops were alerted in 


Britain to be ready to reinforce the 
16,000-man force already in Ulster. 


After eight days of almost total in- 


dustrial disruption, the militants had 
tightened their stranglehold on the 
British province's capital by cutting off 
the distribution of fuel supplies. 


The early-morning action followed a 


night in which Protestant extremists 
were blamed for two attacks, with ma- 
chine gun fire and a bomb, in which 
four teen-age girls were wounded. 


The ban on fuel supplies took effect 


at midnight. Cars were filled up 
Tuesday evening at the few service sta- 
tions remaining open. 


Leaders of the general strike said oil 


and gasoline would be allowed only for 
essential services such as hospitals and 
public utilities still operating. 


William Craig, leader of the hardline 


Vanguard Unionist party, told news- 
men. "We are in effective control of 
the country. We certainly control the si- 
news of life in the community." 


One of his lieutenants, Glenn Barr, 


took an even tougher line: "We could 
set up a provisional government if we 
took the notion. We have the power to 
govern in our hands." 


Barr has emerged as the brain be- 


hind the strike called last week to gam 
reversal of concessions made to Ul- 
ster's Roman Catholic minority that 
strike leaders saw as steps toward uni- 
fication with the Irish Republic. The 
republic is a Catholic state. 


The first demand of the strikers is 


for provincial elections by next fall. 
Their leaders believe this would dem- 
onstrate overwhelming opposition 
toward Irish unity. 


Barr is a member of the Northern 


Ireland provincial assembly, but his 
real power stems from his role as coor- 
dinator of militant Protestant groups. 


Triumphing over the failure Tuesday 


of a government attempt to get heavily 
guarded workers back on the job at 
Harland and Wolff shipyards, Belfast's 
main industry, Barr told newsmen. 
"We are prepared to do anything to 
save the province from being taken 
over by republicans." 


Strike leaders threatened to cripple 


gas, water and sewage services if the 
government tried to put troops into 
electric power plants now operating at 
one-third capacity. 


Repeated power cuts have brought 


crisis for agriculture, which is a main- 
stay of the Northern Ireland economy. 
Scores of thousands of chicks have suf- 
focated from lack of air conditioning. 
One factory farm, short of feed because 
mills are closed, drowned 300,000 
chickens too young for market. 


Long lines formed putside the few 


stores still open. Meat, milk and bread 
were at a premium in Belfast, though 
the situation was less serious in coun- 
try towns. 


Vice President Ford backs free press 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Vice Presi- 


dent Gerald R. Ford says there isn't a 
member of Congress who hasn't been 
criticized by the news media, but a 
strong and free press is a safeguard of 
individual liberty. 


Addressing the annual session of for- 


mer members of Congress Tuesday, 
Ford said freedom of the press is "a 
product of the American revolution." 


"There is not a member here who 


has not felt the criticism of the media. 
There are times when this criticism 
has not been just; but, notwithstand- 
't 


ing, neither is there anyone here who 
does not recognize that one of the safe- 
guards of individual liberty is a free 
press," Ford said. 


The congressional organization has 


about 400 members, including a num- 
ber of current members of Congress. 


Nixon's lawyer, James D. St. Clair, 


said the President feels he has already 
given the committee everything else it 
needs for that phase of its impeach- 
ment inquiry. 


St. Clair also said Nixon would re- 


spond later today to a subpoena for 11 
Watergate tapes he has been ordered to 
deliver. There was no indication he 
would comply with the subpoena, 
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for compliance. 


St. Clair said many of the 66 conver- 


sations sought by the committee in con- 
nection with the ITT and dairy industry 
matters were not recorded and that 
others were not pertinent to the com- 
mittee's inquiry. 


"We feel the operative conversations 


have already been furnished," St. Clair 
said. 


All that will be supplied, he said, is a 


partial transcript of an April 4, 1972, 
conversation between Nixon, former 
Atty. Gen. John Mitchell and former 
White House aide H. R. Haldeman. 


St. Clair said testimony at the Senate 


Watergate hearings shows that there 
was discussion of the ITT case during 
that meeting. 


St. Clair spoke to newsmen before en- 


tering another closed-door hearing of 
the committee. The committee heard 
the tape of a March 21, 1973, meeting 
on Tuesday, and some members said it 
was the most damaging evidence 
against Nixon they have yet heard. 


In another major development, Judi- 


ciary Committee Chairman Peter W. 
Rodino Jr. told reporters Tuesday that 
a significant portion of a March 17, 
1973, White House transcript may be 
missing. 


Rodino said the tape recording repre- 


senting that transcript apparently in- 
cludes a discussion by Nixon of the pos- 
sibility of White House involvement in 


the Watergate cover-up. Nixon has said 
he first learned of the cover-up on 
March 21, 1973. 


Rodino said the committee had been 


given a tape by the Watergate grand 
jury that records a conversation be- 
tween Nixon and Press Secretary Ron- 
ald L. Ziegler on June 4, 1973, after 
Nixon had spent several hours listening 
to tapes of other meetings. 


Rodino said one of the meetmes they 


discussed was on March 17, between 
Nixon and then-White House counsel 
John W. Dean III. According to Rodino, 
it included "a discussion of the Water- 
gate matter and the possible involve- 
ment of White House personnel and 
others." 


The White House-released transcript 


of the March 17 meeting makes no 
mention of Watergate. 


The committee heard on Tuesday a 


tape of the March 21 talk between 
Nixon and Dean. It convinced some 
Democrats that Nixon ordered Dean to 
pay Hunt $120,000 in hush money. 


"It was a command. It was said very 


positively," said Rep. Jerome Waldie, 
D-Calif., after the closed committee 
hearing. 


"He was clearly ordering Dean to 


pay the money," said another Demo- 
crat. "I don't think there is any ques- 
tion." 


Few Republican members would 


comment, and none of those who did 
found anything helpful for Nixon in the 
tape. "This is certainly the most dam- 
ning of the stuff we've had so far," said 
Rep. Hamilton Fish, R-N.Y. 


In all, there are 10 references by 


Nixon during the one hour, 43 minute 
conversation to the importance of keep- 
ing Hunt quiet and that there would be 
no problem in getting the $1 million 
Dean estimated the continuing black- 
mail would cost. 


Jaworski's job 
not in jeopardy

WASHINGTON (AP) —The Senate 


Judiciary Committee has reaffirmed 
the authority of Watergate special pros- 
ecutor Leon Jaworski to pursue White 
House tapes though the courts. 


And the White House said Tuesday 


that President Nixon is not considering 
firing Jaworski, a fate that befell his 
predecessor Archibald Cox in an ear- 
lier controversy over tapes. 


On Monday Jaworski had complained 


to the Judiciary Committee that, "The 
President, through his counsel, is chal- 
lenging my right to bring action 
against him to obtain evidence, or dif- 
ferently stated, he contends that I can- 
not take the President to court." 


Presidential attorney James D. St. 


Ciair had argued that since Jaworski is 
employed by the executive branch he 
can sue the President only if the Presi- 
dent so wishes, Jaworski said Monday. 


However, the committee's resolution 


said the prosecutor "is acting within 
the scope of the authority conferred 
upon him by the agreement of the Pres- 
ident and the Department of Justice 
and the Senate Judiciary Committee ... 
in seeking to obtain from the President 
tape recordings he believes relevant to 
prove or disprove allegations of infor- 
mation for indictments awaiting trials 
in the courts." 


That agreement was made after the 


firing of Cox last October. Cox was en- 
gaged in a battle with the White House 
over tapes and Nixon eventually turned 
over the tapes. 


Now, Jaworski is seeking to enforce a 


subpoena for 64 additional White House 
tapes. U.S. District Judge John J. Si- 
rica has ordered the White House to 
surrender the tapes to him. 


After the Judiciary Committee meet- 


ing, Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., called the 
vote "an effort to say, 'Mr. President, 
back off, live up to the promise you 
made...'" 


"We've had two special prosecutors 


appointed. We've had promises of inde- • 
pendence given in each case," Bayh ' 
said and added. 


"We've had one special prosecutor 


fired and we've had two promises of in- 
dependence violated." 


.Several senators said that if Ja- 


worski is fired steps would be taken to 
resurrect a Senate bill creating a spe- 
cial prosecutor independent from the 
executive branch. 


At the White House, Deputy Press 


Secretary Gerald L. Warren agreed to 
be quoted as saying a Jaworski firing , 
was not under consideration. Earlier in 
the news briefing he had turned aside 
similar questions.

NEW DELHI, India (AP) - India's 


underground nuclear explosion has set 
off a chain of international repercus- 
sions that Prime Minister Indira Gan- 
dhi might find hard to control. 


The blast boosted her prestige at 


home, but it altered the region's diplo- 
matic checkboard and angered key 
Western aid donors. It posed an imme- 
diate danger to detente between India 
and Pakistan that had only recently be- 
gun after the strains imposed by their 
1971 war. 


After learning of the blast, Prime 


Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto of Pakis- 
tan vowed never to succumb to Indian 
"nuclear blackmail or hegemony" and 
indicated he would go slow in normaliz- 
ing relations with its subcontinental 
neighbor. 


The chairman of Pakistan's Atomic 


Energy Commission, Dr. Munir Ahmad 
Khan, hinted Tuesday that his country 
might have to push for its own nuclear 
capability in light of the Indian test. 


India told Pakistan, as it told other 


critics abroad, that the blast was 
meant only for peaceful purposes. 


Most world reaction to the test has 


been unfavorable, like severe criticism 
aired Tuesday by delegates to the Gen- 
eva disarmament 
conference. The

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (AP) -Oc- 


cidental Petroleum Corp. reports its af- 
ter tax income in the first four months 
of 1974 totaled $107.62 million, a 620 per 
cent increase over the same period last 
year. 


"I suppose we are going to be criti-

early in 1973, and said 1974 profits 
amount to only six per cent of the cor- 
poration's sales.

tal earnings amounted to $1.84 a share. 
In the first four months of 1973, it 
earned $17.53 million, or 20 cents a 
share. 


Revenues in that period rose to $1.86 


billion from $965.95 million last year, 
Occidental said.

know when the company would resume 
dividends, which have not been paid 
since 1972. Hammer said he expected a 
resumption of dividend payments be- 
fore the end of the year. He declined to 
predict what the dividend might 
amount to.

duced from the reactor only for peace- 
ful purposes. Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau's chief foreign policy adviser, 
Ivan Head, has said the blast might 
cost India further Canadian nuclear 
training.

Campaign reform headed 
for conference committee 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -The Wiscon- 


sin Assembly dusted off a campaign 
finance bill it had approved jn^February 
and sent it to the Senate 91-6 Tuesday. 


The old bill had never come to a vote 


in the Senate during the regular 1974 
legislative session, which expired March 
30. 


The bill is now the Assembly's answer 


to the campaign finance'package it 
received from the Senate last week. 


Lawmakers said they expect the issue 


to go to a conference committee for 
resolution of differences between the two 
houses. 


The major difference is that the 


Democratic-controlled Assembly ver- 
sion limits the amount a political party 
can contribute to a candidate's cam- 
paign to 50 per cent of the over-all 
amount he receives, a concept which the 
Republicancontrolled Senate rejected. 


Republicans argued that prohibiting 


political parties from providing most of 
a candidate's campaign budget would 
invite the influence of wealthy special 
interest groups. 


Candidates, they said, would have to 


seek out special interest groups for 
contributions, then would be beholden 
to them. 


Rep. John Shabaz, R-New Berlin, said 


the limit would "foster some of the 
dirtiest campaigns ever seen." 


"President Nixon would not be in the 


trouble he is in now if he had been 
elected with money raised by the 
Republican party," Rep. Tommy 
Thompson, R-Elroy, said. 


"He is in trouble because he created a 


separate committee that raised money 
from special interests," Thompson" 
contended.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -A blueprint 


for completing the administrative 
merger of state colleges was approved 
Tuesday by the Assembly amid what 
Democrats called an effort to keep it out 
of the hands of Senate Republicans. 


The bill was sent 69-29 to Gov. Patrick 


J. Lucey, who University of Wisconsin 
officials say is being asked to veto some 
provisions they consider would make 
merger more difficult. 


The bill is designed to put finishing

Lucey proposed for consolidating the 
UW system and the nine-college state 
universities system under a single board 
of regents and executive department. 


Lucey called the final merger draft 


"basically sound," and said UW 
administrators calculate bureaucratic 
efficiency under merger has already 
saved taxpayers $15 million. 


Rep. 
Anthony Earl, the Democratic 


majority leader, said the Assembly 
decided not to alter the bill after it 
arrived from the Senate. Alterations 
would have sent it back to the senators. 


He said talks with GOP spokesmen in 


the Senate persuaded assemblymen to 
"take what we could get on merger and 
let the governor make some discre- 
tionary line vetoes." 


Earl said the Senate apparently 


intended to eliminate all appropriations 
from the bill, hoping to make it immune 
to item vetoes by the Democratic 
governor. 


But 
senators 
overlooked 
an 


appropriation for expenses for a select 
committee to study the UW system, and 
Lucey can exercise his veto, Earl said. 


Governors are allowed to veto parts of 


appropriations bills, but must handle- 
other bills on an all-or-nothing basis. 


Among the Senate amendments is one 


to require that at least 70 per cent of the 
merged system's faculty and staff be 
involved in teaching, rather than in 
bureaucratic administraive work. 


Sen. Douglas La Follette, D-Kenosha, 


said he drafted the amendment after UW 
administrators refused for two years to 
tell him how many higher-paid ad- 
ministrative workers there are in the 
system.

WARSAW, Poland (AP) -Poland's 


Communist leaders are calling for a 
massive propaganda campaign to im- 
munize Poles against any Western con- 
tamination brought about by East-West 
detente. 
SALT I treaty has 
big economic impact 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The United 


States will have saved about $6.5 billion in 
military spending by 1988 because of the 
first strategic arms limitation treaty 
with the Soviet Union, according to the 
arms controls agency. 


A study sponsored by the Arms Control 


and Disarmament Agency found that the 
SALT I treaty signed two years ago this 
month also has had a les*s serious impact 
on local economies than first feared. 


Without the SALT I treaty, the study 


said the United States would have gone on 
with a program to build four antiballistic 
missile defense sites at a cost of well over 
$6.5 billion. Under the treaty the United 
States and the Soviet Union are limited to 
just two sites. 


Jan Szydlak. ideological overlord of 


the Polish Communist party and re- 
garded as No. 2 man in the ruling Po- 
litburo, says that detente does not 
mean an end to the class struggle. 


In the latest issue of Nowe Drogi, the 


party's theoretical monthly, Szydlak 
calls for a Communist ideological pub- 
lication which will hail Socialist 
achievements and express "massive 
criticism" on the negative aspects of 
capitalism. 


He urges party cadres to hit out at 


the "myth of Western democracy," cit- 
ing as an example the overthrow of 
Chile's 
Marxist President Salvador Allende. 


Poland's strongly organized Roman 


Catholic Church, which commands the 
faithful following of most of the na- 
tion's 33 million people, also comes un- 
der attack. 


Although Szydlak did not mention 


I'Oiai'iu s piuvidie — Sieian Cardinal 
Wyszynski —directly by name, his ref- 
erence to a "reactionary part of the 
episcopate" left no doubt who he had in 
mind. 


For years the conservative Cardinal 


Wyszynski has been openly calling 
from the pulpits of Poland for more 
churches, a free Catholic press and a 
stop to the Marxist indoctrination of 
children in state schools. 


Said Syzdlak: "... the main orga- 


nized anti-Socialist force in our country 
— a certain center which unites and 
provides the last hope for all antisys- 
tem forces — is the reactionary part of 
the episcopate ... 


"Their potential activities have been, 


of course, curtailed. Their political ar- 
guments are losing force, with their ar- 
guments aimed at using all our diffi- 
culties for their own ends. 


"And we see that in these new condi- 


tions, they utilize carefully every op- 
portunity for a political action against 
our party and our system." 


By "new conditions" Szydlak did not 


make clear what he actually was refer- 
ring to. 


However, observers took it to mean 


the normalization process which is cur- 
rently going on between the Polish 


Church and state. 


Both sides agreed to seek better rela- 


tions four years ago after the Commu- 
nist regime of Wladyslaw Gomulka was 
overthrown on a wave of bloody rioting, 
caused by economic failures.

The intersection area resident legally

The TOPICS program has been 
dropped by Washington, and there is no 
guarantee that the city could get the 
project refunded if the money was 
reallocated on a first come, first served 
basis.. 


"The project could be lost to the city as 


far as federal dollars go," said Ronald 


Hernke, a district secondary road super- 
visor for the Department of Transporta- 
tion. 


Hernke said the Appleton project is a 


high priority one, but that if the funding 
commitment was lost because of delays 
past June 30, there is no guarantee that 
the city could beat other cities in the state 
in going after the uncommitted funds.

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Elected officials' salaries 
would increase by 1 0 pet.

A proposal to increase the salaries of 


Outagamie County's elected officials by 
about 10 per cent, effective next Jan. 1, 
and then have that salary fixed for the 
two-year term has received endorsement 
from the coordinating and finance com- 
mittees. 


The personnel committee is expected 


to act on the same proposal this week 
with the resolution then to be submitted 
to the county board next Tuesday. It will, 
however, require a two-thirds vote of the 
board before the resolution can be moved 
to the floor for discussion or a vote. 


The haste is forced by the fact that 


candidates for the offices can start cir- 
culating nomination papers June 1 and 
the backers of the plan want to have the 
salaries set so candidates will know what 
they would receive during their term of 
office. 


The proposal would increase the 


salaries of the county clerk, treasurer, 
register of deeds and clerk of courts from 
$12,942 to $14,200; the sheriff from 
$13,405 to $15,800, and the district attor- 
ney from $20,627 to $24,000. 


It once had been the law that an elected 


official's salary could not be raised dur- 
ing his term of office. But a later ruling 
was made that if an elected official did 
not vote on his own salary that salary 
could be raised during his term. 


Since that time the elected officials in 


Outagamie County have 
annually 


received percentage raises each January 
based on wage settlements with county 
employe unions. 


There appeared to be unanimity that 


there should be a return to term-of-office 
salaries for the elected officials, but 
there was a split in the coordinating 
committee on what the salary level 
should be for the treasurer, register of 
deeds, clerk of courts and county clerk. 


Supv. John Marzion, who made the 


salary proposals, said, "if you don't 
upgrade the offices you will get in-plant 
retirement, or people quitting." 


The bigger raises for sheriff and dis- 


trict attorney received unanimous sup- 
port. A portion of the raise for the sheriff, 
Marzion explained, would be to offset his 
loss of income from the county's taking 
over the prisoner meal program. The 


district attorney's raise was in the hopes 
of "attracting good men," according to 
Supv.

Supv. Eugene Kloes, who opposed

The amendments lost on 4-3 
votes. 


Kloes argued that the four offices

"The work 
load has dropped since the executive's 
job was created," he said. 


Marzion agreed that this may be true,

Fox Cities since mid-March, as did egg 
prices, but increases in other items, 
such as milk, sugar, cookies and coffee, 
kept the overall marketbasket from 
showing a strong decline in price, a 
survey of five grocery stores has in- 
dicated.

FVTI budget whittled to 
$5.7 million, more likely

"We've gone through it with a fine- 


tooth comb about three times alreadv." 
District Director William M. Sirek told

Adult 
Education District 
Board 


members and a crowd of students and 
faculty members Tuesday night, "but 
still we find things to delete from the 
budget." 


He was referring to the initial, uncut 


1974-75 budget of $8.2 million, presented 
in late April at a workshop session. It's 
been whittled down to $5,700,503 now. 
Donald Beno, finance director, said 
Tuesday night that was as far as he could 
go. "I'm down to the last changes I will 
make, unless others in the administra- 
tion find areas to cut," he said. 


"We may be able to adjust it down- 


ward, but I don't have much hope," Beno 
said. 


But there obviously will be more cuts. 


Sirek had made some earlier in the day 
by deleting staff additions in some 
departments. Staff additions amount to 
more than $300,000 for the new school 
year. 


The board will study the proposed 


budget during the next two weeks in an 
attempt to find areas of possible reduc- 
tion. It will meet in special session at 7:30 
p.m. June 5 at FVTI to consider further 
revisions before presenting it to the 
public at a hearing at 7 p.m. June 18 at 
the institute. 


In formulating the new budget, Beno 


used the same equalized valuation and 
the same state aid figures as he did last 
year for the 1973-74 budget of $4,855,805. 


"We don't feel there'll be any growth 


in our equalized value," Sirek said, and 
tne board doesn't yet know what it will 
get in state aids because the state budget 
has not been passed . 


A portion of the budget increase can be 


attributed to the district's having to pick 
up the state's share of teacher re- 
tirement and Social Security. 


Beno said the tax rate is expected to be 


$1.11 per $1,000 of equalized valuation. 


The board approved the elimination of 


four positions for instructors who either 
had resigned or retired and okayed six 
new positions. The eliminations in 
biology-conservation, 
occupational 


therapy, electrical-electronics and 
machine shop will be covered by part- 
time personnel or shifts in staffing. 


The six new positions, including two 


paraprofessionals, 
will replace part- 


time personnel and teacher interns. The 
additions are needed because of expand- 


ed programs, S.J. Spanbauer, adminis- 
trator of the instructional services 
division, said. 


Board member Harland Kirchner 


wanted to know why so many more staff 
members would be needed since no sub- 
stantial increase in enrollment is ex- 
pected next year. "I want justification 
for each request for staff additions," he 
said. It will be supplied. 


The board accepted the bids of Baur 


Truck for three different diesel dump 
trucks and Les Stumpf Ford and Dahl 
Motors for two other trucks for the ex- 
panded truck driving school. 


Jerry Wolf, director of the truck 


department, said the five types of trucks 
were needed to expand the program, 
which eventually will be moved from the 
Oshkosh headquarters to Appleton. 


The dump truck program is a "step-

W. Holland, 32, is charged with sexual 
perversion and aiding and abetting first 
degree murder.

a 20-year-old coed from Evanston, 111, 
who survived the incident. One of the 
first of more than 20 prosecution wit- 
nesses, the coed, who cannot be iden- 
tified due to the nature of the case, 
testified for two days last week. 


Halfway through Fink's summation, 


the young woman quickly walked out of 
the Louruuom while ihe defense attor- 
ney talked about the cause of Lynn 
Westbrook's death. She returned after 
Fink had finished speaking. 


Hoppe's testimony differed substan- 


tially from that of the Evanston woman. 
She earlier told the court she had been 
forced to watch Hoppe engage in a 
sexual act with her roommate. She then 
recounted hearing two screams and a 
thud from the bedroom where Hoppe 
and Miss Westbrook were. Afterwards, 
she said, Hoppe came out of- the room 
and told her her roommate was dead 
and that he would have to kill her 
because she knew too much. She tesi- 
tified that he began strangling her on 
two separate occasions before an unex- 
pected knock on the door caused him to 
stop. 


In the courtroom, Tuesday, Hoppe 


admitted trying to strangle "the sur- 
viving coed, although he said he made 
the attempt only once instead of twice. 
He said he stopped suddenly, on his own 
account, saying "My God, I can't do it." 
Then he said he helped her to her feet. 


Hoppe said the only time he touched 


Miss Westbrook was when he tried to tie 
her up before making his escape. He 
said he reached for some bedding to use 
as binding when she kicked him, caus- 
ing him to react by striking her once on 
the back of her head, knocking her 
unconscious. 


"Did you at any time attempt to 


strangle Lynn Westbrook that even- 
ing?" Fink asked his client. 


"No," Hoppe said, "I did not." 
But in his summation this morning, 


Mack asked the jury, "how can we 
beliepe that Hoppe, by his given tes- 
timony, pushed Lynn Westbrook into 
the bedroom just to tie her up?" 


Just as startling were the indirect 


accusations Hoppe made of Holland 
Tuesday. He said that after he knocked 
Miss Westbrook unconscious and was 
about to begin strangling the other 
woman, he walked by the bedroom 
where Miss Westbrook was lying and 
saw his codefendant "jumping up and 
down" near her.

Three of them moved out last weekend, 


according to Hernke. One has remained. 


The city has paid all property owners 


for the land —as of April 25 —and holds 
title to all the properties.

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Hilbert to fund motor skill 
development, tutor projects

HILBERT —The board of education 


Monday night agreed to continue funding 
the tutorial and perceptual motor skill 
development programs next year. They 
previously were funded under Title 1. 


Because the two programs have been 


carried out by teacher aides and certified 
teachers are now necessary to receive 
the federal funds, the advisory commit- 
tee has recommended that a high school 
reading assistance program be proposed 
for funding. It is possible the district 
could receive a grant equal to the full 
salary of a certified reading specialist. 


Principal Charles Brenden said there 


was a number of students unable to read 
at the proper level and Title 1 funds must 
be able to benefit all students in the dis- 
met 


A letter from Sister Barbara, a 


member of the advisory committee, 
explained the change of emphasis and 
asked that the board "give consideration 
and endorsement to the tutorial and mo- 
tor perceptual programs." 


Supt. Richard Yenchesky said that 


with Public Law 89 and the demand for 


• more specialized programs, "This is a 


preventative program." Cost of the two 
programs is expected to be about $7,000. 


Board member Dr Dennis Ribbens 


said he believed the Title 1 funding was 
more important at the elementary level 
and questioned if it were possible to have 
a remedial reading teacher visit the 
parochial schools. 


Yenchesky said it was, but this was not 


favored since a high salaried teacher 
would spend a lot of time traveling. It 
also was noted that two of the parochial 
schools are served by several districts. 
Yenchesky also explained that recom- 
mendations for Title 1 funding are the 
responsibility of the citizen committee. 


Chairman Alfred Fochs asked if the 


district was really fulfilling its obliga- 
tions with the reading programs it had in 
the past and Yenchesky emphasized that 
tests had proved that students had ad- 
vanced measurably in the last five years. 


The superintendent said that with the 


learning disabilities program being ini- 
tiated in the school this year, "We have 
the finest team of any school in CESA 
(Cooperative Educational 
Services 


Agency No.) 10 and that is a very fine 
compliment to this community." 


The summer speech therapy program 


for preschool age (fall kindergarteners) 
youngsters 
needing 
special 
help, 


primary parochial and public school 
children and other students needing help 
was approved. 


The six-week program will run from 


June 10 to July 19 under the direction of 
Martha Becker. Miss Becker will receive 
SI,000 for the 220 hours of work. The 
program is 70 per cent reimbursed with 
state funds. 


In other business, the board approved 


contracts for the Brilhon Cooperative 
Vocational School at a tuition cost of $404 
per student for power mechanics, indus- 
trial operations and ag-construction and 
maintenance. A total S52 a student is 
reimbursable, bringing the cost down to 
$352. The mobile guidance program was 
approved at $3.979. 


All board members voted to ratify the 


vocational contracts, with the exception 
of Ribbens, who has objected to the cost 
on several occasions, stating the local 
vocational programs should be upgrad- 
ed. 


A letter from the Hilbert Education 


Association informed the board that 
HEA's vote of 17-8 on the 1974-75 contract 
had resulted because of a clause requir- 
ing teachers to get six credits every two 
years with the acquisition of credits sub- 
ject to board approval. 


Teachers also thought there was a 


discrepancy in the working day, (due to 
split shift) and questioned what the 
penalty would be for not getting the six 
credits.

license renewed to continue that opera- 
tion for another six months and steps 
were taken by the county board, Tues- 
day, to keep it operating in that 
capacity. 


William Freiburger, chairman of 


Lakeview's board of trustees, told 
supervisors that many repairs and 
improvements are needed to retain the 
skilled care license and provide the 
needs of the 75 county residents and 50 
out-of-county residents now living 
there.

The state 
has listed a number of things we have to 
have, including the installation of fire 
resistant doors, room partitions, extra 
tubs and lavatories and updating the 
heating equipment to keep a 72-degree 
day and 70-degree night temperature.

CHUCK STEAK A LA MARINADE 


2 pounds arm or blade chuck steaks 
1 pkg. Instant Meat Marinade 
% cup cold water 


Buy meat about 1 inch thick; slash fat 


edges to prevent curling. Blend contents 
of package of marinade with cold water. 
Place meat in shallow pan; pour 
marinade over meat.

"We love him as if he was normal," 


ever says Mrs. Breimhorst. But the legal 


fight over Mark's birth could continue 
past many more birthdays. 


The blond youngster, born without 


hands, with facial paralysis, impaired 
eyes, knock knees and deformed feet, is 
the subject of the nation's first major 
court judgment against a fertility drug 
manufacturer. The drug company says 
it will appeal the ruling. 


A Superior Court jury of seven .men 


and five women, which heard a month 
of testimony in this Los Angeles sub- 
urb, recently awarded $530,000 in dam- 
ages, ruling that the fertility drug Clo- 
mid, widely used throughout the world, 
caused Mark's deformities. 


The verdict was unanimous, although 


under civil court law only nine out of 12 
votes would have been required. 


The producers of C!crn;d, Richard- 


son-Merrill Inc. of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
maintained throughout the trial that 
Mark's defects were not unusual and 
could be blamed on the simple chance 
incidence of such defects in the general 
population. 


The company does not plan to with- 


draw Clomid which treats women who 
have irregular ovulation. By regulating 
ovulation, the drug supposedly allows 
conception to take place. 


"Such a deformity is a great human 


tragedy," a company spokesman said 
of Mark's case ... But this particular 
deformity has been known for more 
than 100 years, and we believe the drug 
is in no way responsible for it." 


The Breimhorsts' lawyers took a dif- 


ferent view. Such extreme abnormal- 
ities, they felt, could not be credited to 
chance. They began an investigation 
which lasted three years, and upon its 
completion they would credit only one 
thing to chance —that the lawsuit was 
ever launched. 


The two young attorneys, Roslyn 


Chasan and Terrence Mix, met Mrs 
Breimhorst in 1970 after she had been 
involved m a minor auto accident. 
While consulting with Mrs. Chasan 
about the legal details, she mentioned 
she was three months pregnant. 


"I decided to wait to settle the auto 


case until after the baby was born," 
said Mrs. Chasan, "to make sure that 
nothing was wrong." Six months later 
Mrs. Breimhorst gave birth. 


"I researched this, talked to her ob- 


stetrician and pediatrician, and they 
were unanimous in stating that Mark's 
condition could not be the result of the 
auto accicent," said the attorney. 


Fascinated by the case, Mrs. Chasan 


began asking Mrs. Breimhorst about 
her family history. 


During one of the 
conversations, 


Mrs. Breimhorst mentioned that she 
had taken a fertility drug. 


"We had been married for two 


years," Mrs. Breimhorst recalled, 
"and we decided we wanted to have 
children. I stopped the birth control 
pill and I thought 'Bingo, I'm going to 
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get pregnant.!' But it didn't work that 
way." 


She consulted several doctors, under- 


went tests and was told she was "oligo- 
ovulatory," that she ovulated during 
some monthly cycles, but not during 
others. A doctor recommended Clomid. 


After taking the drug twice she be- 


came pregnant. She remembers the 
pregnancy as normal and trouble-free. 


"The first minute that I knew any- 


thing was wrong was when the baby 
was born." 


Mark's hands were missing. He 


drooled because his face was partially 
paralyzed. His eyes did not move later- 
ally, and one eyelid would not shut. His 
legs and feet were impaired. However, 
his mental capacity was normal and 
his face was beautiful. 


Mrs. Chasan asked Mix to join her on 


the Cdbe. 
After eliminating all the 


possibilities we were left with only one 
thing —this drug. We decided that this 
was the agent that caused Mark 
Breimhorst to be born with these over- 
whelming abnormalities." 


Proving their beliefs was more diffi- 


cult. Mrs Chasan and Mix found that 
ail scientific data on the drug was in 
possession of the the drug company 
they were suing. Court orders were re- 
quired. 


The evidence they u l t i m a t e l y 


presented to the jury was based on fac- 
tors obtained from Richardson-Merrill. 


Facts which were not disputed were 


that Clomid was synthesized in 1957 un- 
der the genetic name clomiphene cit- 
rate. It was tested in clinical situations 
from 1960 to 1967- on volunteer women 
and from 1962 to 1967 on rats and rab- 
bits. 


The chief disputes between plaintiff 


and defense in the suit were whether 
there was enough testing, whether re- 
porting of malformations in the Clomid 
babies was complete and whether the 
incidence of birth defects during the 
pregnancies — about 3 per cent — 
would have warranted stronger warn- 
ings than were contained in literature 
given to doctors with the drug. 


Mrs. Chasan and Mix showed jurors 


enlarged pages from the instruction 
booklet. They focused on the primary 
warning in the booklet which reads, 
"Although no causative evidence of a 
deleterious effect of Clomid ... therapy 
on the human fetus has been seen, such 
evidence in regard to the rat and the 
rabbit has been presented ... Therefore 
Clomid should not be administered 
during pregnancy." 


The booklet does contain statistics on 


birth defects — "From 2,369 delivered 
and reported pregnancies associated 
with Clomid administration, 58 infants 
with birth defects were reported." But 
at the trial Mrs. Chasan and Mix con- 
tended that no reporting system was 
set up, and some fertility doctors never 
kept track of results. 


"The only way they knew a baby had 


been born," said Mrs. Chasan, "was if 
they got a birth announcement " 


The attorneys also suggested that the 


drug should have been tested on mon- 
keys "because their reproductive sys- 
tems are very similar to those of hu- 
man beings." 


Numerous experts testified for both 


sides. Mark Breimhorst, who attends a 
special school for the orthopedically 
handicapped, did not appear at 'the 
trial. But jurors were shown a 30-min- 
ute black and white film "A Day in the

Life of Mark Breimhorst," which 
showed him at school struggling with 
his handicaps. 


The jury which heard the evidence 


deliberated nearly two days before 
reaching its verdict. In addition to the 
award to Mark, which is to compensate 
for a lifetime of unemployability the 
parents were awarded $40,000 in dam- 


ages for medical expenses. 


The money will not be given to Mark 


or his parents unless all future appeals 
uphold the verdict. 


"It is obvious that if I had known of 


the possibility of birth defects I would 
not have taken the drug," said Mrs 
Breimhorst "But Mark is our son. We 
love him as if he was normal.

Hoppe verdict 
possible today 


OSHKOSH - Both sides rested their 


cases Tuesday in the Thomas Hoppe 
murder trial and with the exception of 
final arguments by Dist. Atty. Leo 
Mack and defense lawyer Thomas Fink, 
the question of the 29-year-old defen- 
dant's guilt of innocence now goes to the 
six men and six women of the jury. 


In the event that final summations by 


both sides have been completed by early 
afternoon, it is believed the jury, which 
has been sequestered throughout the 
seven-day trial, will reach a verdict by 
late today. 


In an unexpected move Tuesday, Fink 


called Hoppa to testify as the last of 
three defense witnesses. For one and 
one-half hours Tuesday 
morning, 


Hoppe, under his court-appointed attor- 
ney's questioning, recounted to a 
hushed courtroom his version of the 
Jan. 9 incident during which two 
University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh coeds 
were beaton and sexually assaulted in 
their apartment near the Oshkosh cam- 
pus. 


One week later, one of the women, 


21-year-old Lynn Westbrook, New 
Berlin, died after suffering 
from 


irreversible brain damage caused by 
strangulation. 


Hoppe, arrested a little more than a 


day after the beatings, is charged with 
first degree murder and attempted 
murder. His companion of Jan. 9, Roy 
W. Holland, 32, is charged with sexual 
perversion and aiding and abetting first 
degree murder. Holland's trial begins 
June 3. 


The state's key witness in the case is 


a 20-year-old coed from Evanston, 111, 
who survived the incident. One of the 
first of more than 20 prosecution wit- 
nesses, the coed, who cannot be iden- 
tified due to the nature of the case, 
testified for two days last week. 


Hoppe's testimony differed substan- 


tially from that of the Evanston woman. 
She earlier told the court she had been 
forced to watch Hoppe engage in a 
sexual act with her roommate. She then 
recounted hearing two screams and a 
thud from the bedroom where Hoppe 
and Miss Westbrook were. Afterwards, 
she said, Hoppe came out of the room 
and told her her roommate was dead 
and that he would have to kill her 
because she knew too much. She tesi- 
tified that he began strangling her on 
two separate occasions before an unex- 
pected knock on the door caused him to 
stop. 


In the courtroom, Tuesday, Hoppe 


admitted trying to strangle the sur- 
viving coed, although he said he made 
the attempt only once instead of twice. 
He said he stopped suddenly, on his own 
account, saying "My God, I can't do it." 
Then he said he helped her to her feet. 


Hoppe said the only time he touched 


Miss Westbrook was when he tried to tie 
her up before making his escape. He 
said he reached for some bedding to use 


as binding when she kicked him, caus- 
ing him to react by striking her once on 
the back of her head, knocking her 
unconscious. 


"Did you at any time attempt to 


strangle Lynn Westbrook that even- 
ing?" Fink asked his client. 


"No," Hoppe said, "I did not." 
Just as startling were the indirect 


accusations Hoppe made of Holland 
Tuesday. He said that after he knocked 
Miss Westbrook unconscious and was 
about to begin strangling the other 
woman, he walked by the bedroom 
where Miss Westbrook was lying and 
saw his codefendant "jumping up and 
down" near her. 


"I seen Roy Holland kicking and 


jumping on something or someone," he 
testified under Mack's cross-examina- 
tion. 


The 62-year-old prosecutor, who 


began his district attorney's job just 
two days before the incident occurred 
last January, cross-examined 
the 


defendant for two hours Tuesday after- 
noon, but Hoppe failed to waver from 
his account. 


As his first two defense witnesses, 


Fink called two college men who lived 
directly above the coeds and were home 
that evening. 


UWO students James McGreevy and 


Michael Stephens said they were play- 
ing their stereo loudly and watching 
television that night, hearing nothing 
downstairs. They said.the surviving 
coed ran into their apartment about 11 
p.m., screaming that her roommate 
was dead and two men were trying to 
kill her. They said the young woman 
was hysterical and terrified, but 
coherent nonetheless.

were too small a part of living costs to be 
of real great concern.

automation of plant operations. 


But huge rate increases in recent years 


have changed that attitude with a ven- 
geance.

Many homeowners have seen their 


rates jump by 20 per cent in only one 
year. And there is no end in sight for such 
increases because of a whole array of 
increasing pressures on the utilities 
themselves. 


Electricity is one of the least efficient 


types of power because its generation 
requires burning other fuels. As a result, 
power plants use enough fuel to heat two 
homes for each home heated. 


Some environmental groups like the 


idea of rising rates. They feel that high 
costs will reduce demand or at least put a 
curb on it. The EAF does not agree with 
that view. It feels that rates are already 
too high and that the only way to control 
them is through organized action.

HUD ex- 
perts estimate that keeping storm win- 
dows on during the summer can reduce 
fuel use by about 22 per cent. 


Double savings can come from reduc- 


ing use of lights and appliances, for they 
produce heat as a byproduct of normal 
use. Every dollar saved on their use can 


save another half a dollar in air condi- 
tioning costs. 


In fact, some experts claim you can 


save more by reducing use of electric 
lights and appliances than by raising 
thermostats up to 78 or 80 degrees as 
government officials have suggested.

Q: I understand that Wisconsin was 


the first state in the U.S. to provide a 
bicycle path reaching clear across its 
width, from the Mississippi to Lake 
Michigan. What is the exact route of 
this trail and how do I send for full 
information on it? 


A: The Wisconsin Bikeway is a 


paradise for wheelmen. Stretching from 
La Crosse to Kenosha, this 300-mile 
journey was the first statewide route in 
America and has been aptly described 
as "a bicyclist's dream." 


While some may attempt riding the 


entire bikeway, most will prefer shorter 
trips of a day or so. By dividing the 
whole journey into five convenient sec- 
tions of about 60 miles each, it is possi- 
ble to plan outings beginning and end- 
ing in cities. These sections would be 
(1) La Crosse to Elroy, including a 
32-mile stretch along an old ra"road 
right-of-way which passes through three 
^interesting old tunnels, one more than a 
-half-mile long; (2) Elroy to Sauk City, 
.including possible side trips to an old 
steam-train museum, the famed Circus 
'World Museum at Baraboo or the Wis- 
ionsin Dells; (3) Sauk City to Evans-

•-New Glarus Swiss settlement and an 
J^ea of beautiful Wisconsin dairy 
;farms; (4) Evansville to Walworth,

on highways, parking areas, boat 
ramps, and service areas, or unless 
specifically authorized to do so by law 
or administrative rule. 


(3) It shall be unlawful for any per- 


sons to operate a motor vehicle except 
for motor driven sleds, toboggans or 
other snowmobiles on state-owned lands 
in Rock Island State Park or in the 
Apostle Islands State Forest. 


(6) It is unlawful to operate any motor 


vehicle, including, but not limited to, 
trail bikes; motorcycles, mini-bikes, 
and all terrain vehicle or air boats and 
air cushioned vehicles on all lands and 
waters of the state under 
the 


management, supervision, and control 


of the department unless specifically 
authorized by law or administrative 
rule. (Note: the code provides for 
special permission for certain types of 
vehicles for the convenience of disabled 
persons in the Northern Highland State 
Forest, Flambeau River State Forest, 
Brule River State Forest and the Black 
River State Forest areas where the 
forest superintendent may designate 
areas for such use). 


Sections NR 45.08 (4), (5), (7), (8), 


(9), and (10) may also indirectly apply 
to your question.

TROY, Mich. (AP) -Jerry Baker, "America's master 


gardener," is waging battle with the enemy in his front 
yard, and he's losing. He says every time he turns around 
Mother Nature "is giving me a punch in the mouth." 


A glance about Baker's yard in this Detroit suburb would 


not indicate that the gardening author lives there — like 
thousands of other yards it is dotted with weeds. 


The grass needs mowing; the half-acre is dotted with 


dandelions, dehydrated 
rhododendron, 
chickweed and 


creeping junipers; and a 10-by-10 yard vegetable patch 
needs spading. 


"It's just your average yard," says Henry Baskin, a close 


friend and neighbor of Baker. 


Baker's fast-selling gardening books —"Plants are Like 


People" and "Talk to Your Plants," — have earned him 
the label of "America's master gardener" and "Mr. Grow 
It All." 


But weeds are growing between and around many of his 


plants. A 115-foot blue spruce has grown crooked since it 
toppled in a winter storm. A large section of his backyard 
needs to be torn up and raised to keep it from flooding. 
And his evergreens need pruning. 


One of the things Baker says in his books is that the gar- 


dener should talk to his plants —nicely. He has even gone 
so far as to name three of his favorites, "Deke, Denney and 
Doris Delphinium."

Baker has his own television show, syndicated in more 


than 100 markets. 


His name is synonymous with growing things and he has 


been asked to endorse some 112 commercial products — 
from fertilizer to windshield wipers -since he quit his job 
as a Detroit policeman in 1961 to sell garden equipment.

amounted to a conspiracy that violated 
the American people's "fundamental 
right to a republican form of govern- 
ment and their right to democratic 
self-government through meaningful 
and full participation in the political 
process." 


The suit said Ford should be ousted 


along with Nixon, because if the elec- 
tion is deemed invalid then Nixon's ac- 
tion in naming Ford as a successor to 
Spiro T. Agnew is also invalid. 


The National Lawyers Guild, claim-

The ban on fuel supplies took effect 


at midnight. Cars were filled up 
Tuesday evening at the few service sta- 
tions remaining open.

to the Judiciary Committee that, "The 
President, through his counsel, is chal- 
lenging my right to bring action 
against him to obtain evidence, or dif- 
ferently stated, he contends that I can- 
not take the President to court." 


Presidential attorney James D. St. 


Clair had argued that since Jaworski is 
employed by the executive branch he 
can sue the President only if the Presi- 
dent so wishes, Jaworski said Monday. 


However, the committee's resolution 


said the prosecutor "is acting within 
the scope of the authority conferred 
upon him by the agreement of the Pres- 
ident and the Department of Justice 
and the Senate Judiciary Committee ... 
in seeking to obtain from the President 
tape recordings he believes relevant to 
prove or disprove allegations of infor- 
mation for indictments awaiting trials 
in the courts." 


That agreement was made after the 


firing of Cox last October. Cox was en- 
gaged in a battle with the White House 
over tapes and Nixon eventually turned 
over the tapes. 


Now, Jaworski is seeking to enforce a 


subpoena for 64 additional White House 
tapes. U.S. District Judge John J. Si- 
rica has ordered the White House to 
surrender the tapes to him. 


After the Judiciary Committee meet- 


ing, Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., called the 
vote "an effort to say, 'Mr. President, 
back off, live up to the promise you 
made.. '" 


"We've had two special prosecutors 


appointed. We've had promises of inde- 
pendence given m each case," Bayh 
said and added. 


"We've had ~one special prosecutor 


fired and we've had two promises of in- 
dependence violated." 


Several senators said that if Ja- 


worski is fired steps would be taken to 
resurrect a Senate bill creating a spe- 
cial prosecutor independent from the 
executive branch. 


At the White House, Deputy Press

the advanced Bl bomber and curtail 
the new Trident missile-firing subma- 
rine. Strategists on both sides pre- 
dicted, however, the House would vote 
full funding for those two weapons. 


An amendment by Rep. Otis G. Pike, 


D-N.Y., would cut all $499 million for 
the Bl. Another by Rep. Robert L. Leg- 
gett, D-Calif., would cut $466.8 million 
to keep Trident construction at one sub- 
marine a year rather than two. 


The action was on a $22.6 billion au- 


thorization for all weapons procure- 
ment, research and development for 
the fiscal year starting July 1. The bill 
also sets U.S. military manpower levels 
for the year.

CHICAGO (AP) - An over-the-hill

the money to give," Cusak said. "There 
isn't too much hope of getting it now, 
but we are researching the entire legal 
question." 


"Almost every payday the city would 


withhold $10, $15 or even $20 from our 
paychecks," Bender said. "They said 
we would get our money back later, but 
we never did. In those days patrolmen 
got $99.21 every two weeks. We didn't 
quit and get another job because there 
weren't any." 


He figures those still alive —includ- 


ing widows — are entitled to about

But "a whole range of other 
issues" still must be worked out, he 
said. 


"I must caution ... that each subject 


is very complex, heavy and full of 
clauses and subclauses," said Israeli 
Information Minister Shimon Peres. 


The statements appeared to be a fore- 


cast that Kissinger would return to 
Washington without a pact to separate 
the Syrian and Israeli armies and leave 
final details to be settled by his aides. 


"I expect to leave this weekend," 


Kissinger told newsmen. The secretary 
plans to continue flying between Dam- 
ascus and Jerusalem until Friday, 
working out more details of the dis- 
engagement.

For once, Mr. Nixon was acting 


neither out of impulse nor miscalcula- 
tion. Rather, drastic censorship of the 
Sept. 15 transcript was part of an 
overall attempt to limit impeachment 
proceedings to the narrow question of 
criminal complicity in the Watergate 
coverup. What's more, this strategy 
may be inadvertently aided by the 
House Judiciary Committee's decision 
to first take evidence on the coverup. 


Want broad picture of activity 


In response, the committee's mem- 


bership is splitting after one week of 
hearing evidence. Most Democrats and 
some Republicans reject the White 
House concept, contending a broad pic- 
ture of the President's activity is es- 
sential to weigh impeachment. But 
hard-core Republicans are echoing the 
White House line, arguing that their 
inquiry should begin and end with the 
Watergate coverup. 


Actually, the White House has always 


been most concerned for non-Watergate 
reasons about the Sept. 15 meeting 
between Mr. Nixon and John W. Dean 
III, then his counsel. Although the 
President's praise that day for Dean's 
handling of Watergate does not clearly 
incriminate him, Mr. Nixon has been 
extremely worried about his tough-guy 
reprisal talk on Sept. 15.

Excised were 
Mr. Nixon's threat that the Washington 
Post would have "damnable, damnable 
problems" renewing its television sta- 
tion licenses and that "we are going to 
fix" the Post's lawyer, Edward Bennett 
Williams. 


For all its blundering through Water- 


gate, the Nixon inner circle had to know 
these threats would soon be revealed. 
The Watergate grand jury's sealed 
briefcase sent to Congress contained the 
Sept. 15 tape. As edited by Judge John 
Sirica, the tape included Mr. Nixon's 
threats. 


Used as part of strategy 


Hence, deletion of the President's 


remarks was intended to fortify the 
strategy of narrowly limiting the im- 
peachment 
inquiry to Watergate 


coverup. 


Superficially, the strategy backfired. 


When the deleted remarks leaked, the 
impression of White House duplicity 
was reinforced. Indeed, the air of 
cynicism and vengeful politics was even 
more fragrant in hearing the tape than 
reading the transcript. Disclosure of 
presidential 
threats 
prompted im- 


peachment investigators to search for 
White House follow-up challenging 
television station licenses. 


Nevertheless, the strategy is having 


its desired effect with many committee 
Republicans. By cutting out the threat 
against the Post, Mr. Nixon clearly 
made his point that it is irrelevant. "To 
me, that has absolutely nothing to do 
with impeachment," one Republican 
told us. Said another: "You hear a lot 
worse about the Washington Post in the 
(Republican) cloakroom any day." 


Some committee members also feel 


White House strategy has been unin- 
tentionally advanced by committee 


counsel John Dear's plan for presenting 
evidence. Instead of beginning with 
peripheral issues such as the ITT affair 
or the milk fund and working toward 
the Watergate climax, he started with 
presidential 
involvement 
in 
the 


coverup. If no criminal liability by Mr.« 
Nixon can be proved here, these 
Congressmen believe, Doar will seem 
picayunne when he turns to ITT or the 
milk fund. 


On balance then, 
Mr. Nixon's 


staunchest Republican defenders on the 
committee were cheered by the opening 
v.eek of listening to tapes. They are 
grateful that the expletives deleted by 
the White House were no more profane 
than what is said on late-night TV talk 
shows. They are even more pleased that 
the tapes heard so far (not, of course, 
including the March 21 hush-money 
tape) do not clearly implicate Mr. 
Nixon criminally. 


Must seriously consider threats 


The committee majority, including a 


few Republicans, thinks otherwise. It 
believes Congress 
must seriously 


ponder a President threatening govern- 
mental force against private corpora- 
tions and citizens. 


It also is more insistent than ever that 


Congress get not.just transcripts but 
tapes, not only to hear the chilling 
laughter of H. R. Haldeman, but also to 
discover deleted material. Only then 
can Congress learn of such matters as 
Mr. Nixon's discussion with Dean about 
using the Internal Revenue Service 
against Democratic leader Lawrence F. 
O'Brien, deleted .from the Sept. 15 
transcript by (both) Sirica and the 
White House. 


But the White House never has hoped 


for more than a substantial minority on 
the liberal-loaded Judiciary Committee. 
Even if inadequate to block impeach- 


Cornell criticizes

Democratic congressional candidate 


Robert Cornell has criticized U.S. Rep. 
Harold Froehlich, R-Appleton, for voting 
against a postcard registration system 
for federal elections that he says would 
broaden voter participation. 


"It is obvious that these incumbents 


fear that a larger turnout of eligible 
voters would jeopardize their chances of 
re-election," Cornell said of Froehlich 
and the coalition of Republicans and 
Southern Democrats that narrowly- 
defeated the measure in the House. 


"They are afraid to let a higher per- 


centage of the American people speak by 
means of the ballot," he continued. 


Cornell said the measure, passed last 


year by the Senate, would have eliminat- 
ed the overly restrictive registration 
procedures that make voting difficult in 
some states. 


Cornell is one of three Democrats 


seeking to face one-term incumbent 
Froehlich in the November general elec- 
tion.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am a woman, 


6D, in business. For the last year I have 
noticed my back is beginning to 
"round,," mostly in the shoulder-blade 
area 


My son has read that if one places a 


small pillow under the back to sleep on, 
letting the head hang down, the back 
would straighten within a year. I 


believe it would be difficult to do this for 
any number of hours, and my husband 
thinks it would be harmful letting the 
blood go down into the head. 


Would you comment, and if you do not 


approve, would you suggest an exercise 
that would in time straighten the ba<.k? 
-J.D.R 


I doubt if the maneuver with the 


pillow would do any good. I any event, 
you doubtless would move in your sleep. 
Although I don't see any danger in it, 
the point is finding what will help. 


There are two mam possibilities to 


ecplain your problem. One is a tendency 
to slouch as you grow older. Paying 
attention to your posture, plus exercise 
to strengthen your shoulder muscles, 
will help. There is no "best" exercise 
for this. Pushups, if you are limber 
enough for that, are excellent for toning 
up shoulder muscles, but if you don't 
think you can manage that, any of the 
simple calisthenics involving your arms 
and back will help. But you must keep 
at them, of course. 


The second possibility, at your age, is 


osteoporosis, which is a loss of density 
and strength in the bones. Osteoporosis

Jury finds Hoppe 
guilty of murder

Arpin told the jury it had the option of 
finding Hoppe, charged with first 
degree murder, guilty or innocent of 
either that charge or second degree 
murder. 


The judge set additional motions and 


sentencing for May 30. Hoppe could 
receive up to 30 years' imprisonment 
for each count. 


After beginning deliberations at 1:45 


p.m., the jury returned to the court- 
room to request clarifying instructions 
from Arpin. They returned to the jury 


chamber at 2:45 and resumed delibera- 
tions, stopping for one-half hour at 6 
p.m. while food was sent in to them. 


They reached a verdict at 8:35 p.m. 


and within 10 minutes the court had 
convened to hear the judge read the 
decision. 


Hoppe sat at the defense table, im- 


passive and emotionless, as he heard 
the jury's decision. Near the back of the 
courtroom, sitting quietly with her 
father, sister and boyfriend, was the 
state's key witness, a 20-year-old coed 
from Evanston, 111., who Hoppe at- 
tempted to strangle Jan. 9 in her 
Oshkosh apartment. The woman cannot 
be identified due to the nature of the 
case. 


Hoppe and Roy W. Holland, 32, the 


other man charged in the case, were 
arrested a little more than a day after 
the two coeds were beaten and sexually 
assaulted in their apartment at 734 
Cherry St. One week after the beatings, 
Lynn Westbrook, New Berlin, died in 
Mercy Medical Center here from 
irreversible brain damage resulting 
from strangulation.

Prank costs $70,000 


MADISON —A $70,000 out-of-court settlement on behalf of a 16-year-old 


boy who was thrown into a horse manure pit was approved Wednesday in 
Circuit Court. 


The suit alleged that the boy was thrown July 2, 1971, into the pit at the 


Rawhide boys' camp near New London by other youths who claimed he had 
been bullying them. 


The boy suffered severe chemical burns after spending about four hours 


buried nearly up to his chin in the manure. His medical bill came to 
$24,700, including $19,380 in hospital costs. 


John Gillespie, director of Rawhide, Inc., said the incident "was not a 


result of discipline. It started out as a prank without the knowledge of the 
adult staff." The suit alleged that the incident took place with the approval 
of a counselor. Gillespie said the counselor referred to in the suit was a 
junior counselor of college age. 


Judge Richard W. Bardwell approved $18,000 for attorney fees; $15,000 


for expenses to the boy's father, a truck driver, and his mother, a nurse 
who quit her job to care for him; and $37,000 for the boy. The latter amount 
is to be held by a guardian until he is 18. 


Defendants in addition to Rawhide, Inc., were Dale Cattanach of 


Madison, a director and vice chairman of the corporation, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Gillespie.

decision of the City Council and approved 
removal of only three parking spaces on 
S. Pearl Street. 


The vote at the Tuesday night council 


meeting went against the opinion of the 
Board of Health, Safety and Welfare, 
which had recommended the removal of 
five spaces. 


Aid. Ray Mattka (2nd), chairman of 


the committee, Police Chief Jack Algiers 
and Director of Public Works Bob Martin 
all spoke of the board's 
recom- 


mendation. 


Algiers said, "We have more traffic on 


our streets than we can handle, 
especially on weekends." Referring to 
the new overhead directional signs, Al- 
giers added, "Once the people are 
educated, the traffic will move more 
smoothly. I do think that the city should 
consider purchasing all of the off-street 
parking they can so that it is available for 
the future." 


Mattke responded, "The poeple in the 


city of New London don't want to walk!" 
referring in his remark to off-street 
parking. 


Two ballots were cast on the issue, the 


first calling for the removal of all five 
parking spots as designated by the State 
Highway Commission, which ended in a 
split decision with the Mayor casting 
the final "no" vote on the recommen- 


dation. On the second ballot, calling for 
the removal of three parking spots, the 
vote again tied with Gagnow casting the

we changed eligible clients from the 
Surplus Commodity Program to the 
Food Stamp Program and both tasks 
were completed without the addition of 
staff. 


During 1973, the county Department of 


Social Services spent $3.2 million and 
received $2.5 million in state and federal 
reimbursements and the county's share 
of the cost was $621,968. 


During the year, 539 applications for 


Medical Assistance were received, 450 
were approved for aid and 380 cases for 
financial aid were discontinued. As of 
Jan. 1, 1974, 1,103 cases were receiving 
financial aid. The Medical Assistance 
program figures show total caseload and 
include medical assistance given to 
clients receiving Aid to Dependent 
Children, Old Age Assistance, Blind Aid 
and Disabled Aid. 


This past year, there was a decrease in 


Old Age Assistance money payment 
from $266,764 in 1972 to $175,725 in 1973. 
This was due largely to the increase in 
Social Security benefits. Medical ex- 
penses, on the other hand, increased 
from $923,840 to $1.2 million, due chiefly 
to the increase in nursing home rates and 
other medical costs. 


The county's share in the cost of the 


Aid to Families of Dependent Children, 
increased from $129,735 to $15 $154,648 
and most of this was needed for the 
county to assume responsibility for step 
children. The law provides that a step 
father is in no way responsible for the 
support of his step children. The county 
Social Services makes 35 step parent 
payments now. 


The Disabled Aid program increased 


last year, from $545,332 to $614,329. There 
was a decrease in the actual money 
payment but a large increase in medical 
payment. County cost increased from 
$95,000 to $128,300. 


Increased 
medical expense also 


increased the county's cost for Blind Aid 
from $3,900 to $5,570. 


Administrative costs were increased 


slightly. The county's share went from 
$44,900 to $45,600 because mandatofy 
services to assist the adults to remain in 
their own homes instead of entering a 
nursing home, formerly charged to adult 
assistance grants, were reclassified as 
administrative expenses. 


Last year, 1,079 persons received 


300,915 pounds of food under the Surplus 
Commodities program, which cost 
$11,194. The county's share was $8,329. 
Low income families of Waupaca County 
have been using the federal food stamp 
program since Jan. 1, 1974. Mrs. Bestul 
reported that they were finding the set up 
to be satisfactory. "All we hear is an 
occasional complaint that they have to 
spend their allotment money, but these 
objections are rare. The stores accepting 
the food stamps have cooperated 100 per 
cent." 


Supv. Arthur Sturm, Manawa, asked if

Hoppe came into the 
living room, told her her roommate was 
dead and he would have to hill her too 
because she knew too much. 


Hoppe began strangling her, but a 


knock on the door caused him to let her 
go momentarily, apparently saving her 
life. 


The two men told her to answer the 


door, allegedly planning to stab to death 
whoever entered. When they reached 
the front door, though, the person had 
given up waiting and left. The caller 
later turned out to be the surviving 
roommate's boyfriend. 


Soon afterwards, she continued, the 


men left her alone for a moment and she 
escaped out the back door. 


The eight-day trial, one of the longest 


murder cases in Winnebago County 
history, began May 14 after a 12-hour 
jury selection.

CHILTON — The Calumet County 


Board of Supervisors has asked the 
state 
Deparmtment 
of 
Natural 


Resources (DNR) to dredge a clear 
channel in Spring Creek from the west 
city limits of Brillion, to the creek's 
junction with ;he North Branch of the 
Manitowoc River. 


The board's action came Tuesday 


evening at its regular meeting, follow- 
ing considerable discussion and ques- 
tioning of members of the planning and 
zoning committee and Roland Tonn, 
county planner. 


The dredging would be for about five 


miles. 


George Hostettler, Stockbridge, a 


member of the committee, said that 
dredging would solve many problems 
and noted that many people are 


to the ordinance and want the dredging. 


Donald Duchow, Potter, said people 


in the area are looking for the dredging. 
He wanted to know, however, if the 
DNR would assume the entire cost. 


Board Chairman Gilbert Hipke said 


the county has made no appropriation 
for such a project. He noted that DNR 
officials have their own ideas about 
what should be done and that prior 
efforts have been made to have the DNR 
take some action. "A year ago, we went 
through the same thing," he said. 


Tonn, in explaining 
restrictions 


placed on the use of the contributions, 
noted that the money has been desig- 
nated for the Spring Creek segment of 
the Brillion Marsh Development by a 
verbal agreement. 


Alvin Ott, Jr., Town of Brillion, 


ed, despite having received private 
contributions to help pay for the dredg- 
ing. 


Contributions have been 
nearly 


$25,000 in cash, and an 80-acre farm 
valued at $22,500. 


Mike Kloeppe!, Hilbert, noted that the 


dredging would be a "worthwhile 
project to try, as it would serve a great 
purpose." He noted further that 
residents on the outskirts of the Brillion 
area are very much opposed to the 
Brillion Watershed plan. 


Tonn stated that to adopt a floodplain 


zoning ordinance within the physical 
boundaries of the Brillion Watershed 
would be putting the cart before the 
horse, because the people are opposed 


project and the dredging of Spring 
Creek are not closely related. The 
watershed project would eliminate the 
100-year flood. Dredging of the creek 
would help solve year-toyear problems. 


In reply to a question from Ott in 


regard to reaction of the DNR to the 
dredging question, Hostettler replied 
that the DNR "keeps pushing the thing 
around." 


Elder Gilbertson, Town of Woodville, 


raised the point that if Spring Creek is 
going to be opened, the work should go 
"a little further as the Manitowoc River 
is in bad shape and full of sediment." 
Several board members asked what the 
DNR is doing about the building of the 
dam for water impoundment in the 


Brillion Marsh and for subsequent 
flooding of the marsh. 


Tenn replied that theproject is "dor- 


mant" for now because of delays in- 
volved in an evenvironmental impact 
study being made. The DNR has not 
recently purchased any property for the 
marsh, he said. 


He said the target date for the impact 


study completion, originally Jan. 1, 
1972, is now next July 1. 


Gilbertson noted that eventually 


20,000 acres would be in the waterfowl 
refuge, adding that that would be 
disasterous for the county if all were 
taken off the tax rolls. 


In other action, the board referred a 


petition for dog damage to the Com- 
mittee onProtecon of Persons and 
Property.

Parents and teachers gathered in a 


Town of Grand Chute hall Wednesday 
night to talk about students. 


That isn't the normal setting for 


parent-teacher conferences, especially 
for the Hortonville teaching staff. But 
things haven't been exactly normal for 
the teachers since they went on strike 
March 18 and were fired April 3.

the tutoring, but they're convinced they 
will at least learn more than they would 
in school. 


The "teacher"-parent conferences ran 


for about two hours Wednesday night in a 
large meeting room. Chairs were set up 
in rows, and teachers sat in every other 
one, with their names on the vacant 
chairs where parents could sit for a spell 
and discuss their children. 


It was.a far cry from the conferences in 


October and January held in the privacy 
of the classroom with individual parents 
at different times, but parents and 
teachers didn't seem to be bothered by 
the unusual circumstances. 


The parents still had the same ques- 


tions about how their children were do- 
ing —at least up to the middle of March - 
and what the children's attitudes were. 


Some parents presumably were com- 
paring their children's present progress 
with that at the time of the strike. 


Nearly all of the fired teachers were at 


the hall, and about 70 parents came to 
talk to them. The strike undoubtedly 
came up, but teachers have said their 
interest was to talk about the children. 


The district has about 1,200 families, 


according to school officials, or over 
2,000 individual parents. 


One parent at the conferences said he 


saw no parents there whom he would 
consider anti-teacher parents.

was report card grades, the traditional 
evaluation system which many Horton- 
ville teachers, as well as educators 
across the nation, are attempting to 
eliminate.

Billboard removal lags 


Whatever happened to the national campaign to take down 


billboards? It's lagging. 


In 1965, Congress passed the Highway Beautification Act, 


a pet project of Mrs. Lyndon Johnson. But being for 
highway beauty and getting rid of the billboards that 
contribute to the ugliness are two different things, it turns 
out. It took five years for Congress to get around to funding 
the program under pressure from Secretary of Transporta- 
tion John Volpe. The money is about gone and Congress 
hasn't passed a new funding law. The chairman of the 
Commission on Highway Beautification in the House, 
Representative James Wright, says that there aren't even

**w~ \,^,,- 
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million programs that expire June 30," he said. 


Tourists may have their doubts, but nationally about 


250,000 billboards have been taken down under the program. 
A very small percentage of those were removed under the 
compensatory measures of the law —the rest were merely 
abandoned or were illegal in the first place. But with funds 
running out, "we can't force states to remove signs unless 
we have the funds to compensate them," explained John 
Francis, highway beautification coordinator for the 
Department of Transportation. 


Wisconsin, a state in which tourism and therefore natural 


beauty is important economically as well as aesthetically, 
might be assumed to work harder at removing unnecessary 
and particularly ugly signs. But the only highway leading 
into Sturgeon Bay is still dubbed "billboard alley." Phase 1 
and 2 in Door County as elsewhere in the state consisted of 
getting rid of the illegal and abandoned signs. But Phase 3, 
in which compensation is to be offered, may never, get 
going. It should also be emphasized that the federal 
program applies only to the federal highways or those 
receiving federal aid. 


Maybe highway beautification really comes under the 


same sort of protection as obscenity — contemporary com- 
munity standards. If people don't care about hiding lakes 
and trees and flowers behind billboards, they aren't likely to 
be removed. 


Some communities -Ephraim is a case in point —have 


worked to develop local programs whereby there are simple 
and unobjectionable means of site advertising. But the great 
majority of Wisconsin areas which rely to a considerable 
extent upon their natural resources haven't done anything 
much about presenting those resources to their best advan- 
tage —out in the open and not hidden behind a garish sign. 


Another election stalemate 


Conservative Valery Giscard d'Estaing has won the 


presidential election -in France and that country joins a 
dozen or so other prominent countries with a non-majority 
regime in shaky control. 


The winner's opponent was Francois Mitterrand can- 


didate of the Socialist Party who had the firm backing of the 
Communists. Giscard d'Estaing had Gaullist support. But 
there really was no such clear-cut choice between the 
candidates as thedabels imply. In fact most commentators 
predicted that there would be no great changes in either 
foreign or domestic policies in France whichever man was 
elected to follow the late George Pompidou and the 
Gaullists. 


Giscard d'Estaing was Finance Minister in Pompidou's 


coalition cabinet and his interests have seemed to favor 
banking and industry. But Mitterrand was tied to the unions 
and the organized left so neither man seemed to have a 
populist flavor or an independent stance. The close vote 
seemed to reflect less enthusiasm for the positions of either 
candidate but the double negative of not being as much 
against what the other had not done. 


Meanwhile in Australia the national elections are still not 


completely decided although the Labor government of 
Prime Minister Gough Whitlam has probably survived the 
challenge from the Liberal Country party. There was no 
mandate from the voters there either. 


There has been an upset in parliamentary democracy now 


in more than a dozen countries, including such leading ones 
as Britain, West Germany, Italy, Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden, Belgium, Israel, Canada and the Netherlands. The 
United States is also in a state of government confusion 
although for different reasons. Basically the cause may be • 
the same - the failure of Americans and Europeans since 
the end of World War II, as reflected in their leadership, to 
stay on top of the tremendous technological and material 
changes that have occurred. The indecisive elections in- 
dicate confusion over appeals made to the voters because 
the candidates don't know what is needed or what they 
really believe or stand for. Voters recognize only that 
something is amiss and they also have no obvious solutions 
The consequence in quite a bit of the democratic world is 
coalition government which may be nearly impotent as far 
as making meaningful change.

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Watergate not mentioned in state 


MADISON — There is nothing more cons- 


picuous in state politics today than the ommis- 
sion of virtually all mention of Watergate, im- 
peachment, resignation and the classic crisis of 
the presidency of the United States. 


It is by common consent verboten in the local 


and state disputation of Wisconsin, as they might 
have said in oldtime Milwaukee. 


In the state Capitol where the politicians spend 


hour after hour, day after day, in the oratorical 
combat that is their stock in trade, the visitor 
might conclude thai the crisis of the presidency 
and the paralysis of the most powerful national 
government of earth was a mere figment of the 
imaginative mind, an unreal nightmare. 
. There is a kind of gentlemen's agreement in 
effect, moreover, as the casual listener in 
legislative galleries can apprehend in half an 
hour. No Republican politican knows what to say 
or do and so he says nothing. Perhaps the 
Democrats have a kind of concealed sympathy 
for their political brethren and partisan compe- 
titors. In the conviction that there is nothing they 
could say that could make the Republican 
problems more troublesome, they are saying 
nothing. 


A fortnight ago in Milwaukee at the Republican 


state convention where state Sen. James Devitt 
had vainly hoped for an endorsement of his as- 


piration for the party's gubernatorial nomina- 
tion, Devitt realized that he had lost the cam- 
paign, threw away his prepared speech, and 
launched into an intemperate and damaging 
tirade about the injuries that had been commit- 
ted against him by oponents, real and fancied. 


Among other complaints, he cited the lack of 


any of the usual ornamentation of the hall with 
the likenesses of past and contemporary leaders 
of the Republican political viewpoint in the na- 
Hn^ 


Of course, the convention managers had con- 


sidered hanging the usual beyond life-size 
likeness of the Republican president. Of course, 
they had ruled it out, quite aware that any such 
oblique testimonial to the chief executive of the 
nation in his hour of mortal peril would have 
started an unpleasant ruckus in the hall. 


And, of course, they had rejected the idea of 


any other portrait —even that of President 
Abraham Lincoln as Devitt indignantly suggest- 
ed —because such an evasion would merely have 
called attention to their embarrassment and 
concern about keeping peace in the congregation. 


It is unlikely that ever before in the history of 


Wisconsin state politics a major party was quite 
as discomfited, quite as helpless, quite as aware 
that whatever the quality of its candidate offer- 


ings, its program propositions, its performance 
in the state Capitol or in any other state and local 
context, it confronts the dismaying reality that it 
will be punished at the polls next November for 
causes quite unrelated to its integrity or the 
quality and record of its state nominees. 


One thoughtful and sapient Republican poli- 


tical friend says his situation today has given him 
a better understanding of what anti-war 
Democrats, or "Copperheads," in the speech of 
the day, confronted during the Civil War long 
ago. 


It would be rash to suggest that without Water- 


gate and the agony it will represent in the history 
of the times the Republican viewpoint in Wiscon- 
sin today would be strong enough to prevail in the 
test of the electorate's wishes next fall. But it 
might have had a more competitive position, in 
candidates, in morale and will, and not least, in 
capacity to fuel a campaign against a confident, 
well-heeled, skillfully led Democratic party in 
which the leadership continues to rub eyes in 
incredulity. 


For nothing damaged the local Republican 


apparatus more than the merciless withdrawal of 
record sums of campaign money by the Commit- 
tee to Re-elect the President in 1972 that created 
the Watergate mentality. It reduced the proud 
local party to virtual bankruptcy.

India's railroad strike 


Rail and coal strikes combined with the energy shortage 


virtually brought the business of Britain to a halt last 
winter. But so far they haven't done the same in India. 


Railroads are extremely important in India. More than 7 


million people travel by rail almost every day. Not only 
business is involved. Family affairs depend upon the 
railroads as well since the automobile is not the usual 
family possession. One Indian economist explained that 
"every Indian is born with a railway ticket in his pocket." 
The railroads have been the industry in which the half- 
English, half-Indian rose to executive prominence. More 
than 70 per cent of Indian freight goes by rail. 


But Prime Minister Indira Gandhi refused the demands 


of the two million railroad workers who are employed by the 
government since the lines are nationalized. They wanted a 
doubling of their wages -which range from $26 to $200 a 
month —and bonuses which would put them on a level with 
other public sector workers. But the government insisted 
that such increases were impossible because of the state of 
the economy and that they would stimulate inflation. 


Madame Gandhi went further in an action that would be 


impossible and unthinkable in the United States. With the 
approval of her controversial Railway Minister, Lalit 
Narayan Mishra, she ordered the arrest of George Fer- 
nandes, the railway union leader because he "was not only 
preparing for a strike but for something bigger than a strike 
and planning to paralyze the national economy." 


Whether or not this tough line will work is stili undecided. 


The strike is underway but the government claims that half 
the lines have been kept running with the use of security 
forces, dissident workers and some rival unions. A one-day 
nationwide general strike was staged but did not do more 
than disrupt the nation and certainly did not bring it to a 
halt. Food prices have risen as much as 50 per cent but there 
have been no food riots as yet. The country in fact seems to 
be adjusting to the two week old strike. 


Tomorrow is my middle daughter's 


17th birthday, and like most muddled 
fathers I foolishly waited until the last 
minute to pick up a present for her.

With so many post-transcript criticisms 
and 
impeachment

demands coming from the conservative 
press, tne business 
establishment, 


Congressional Republicans and even 
partly officials, the rush to impeachment 
seems inevitable. Even if they wanted to, 
Congressional Democratic leaders can 
hardly resist. 


Completing the Inevitable 


Once these elite psychologies lock into 


place, the ambivalence of the coun- 
tryside is no longer much of a restraint. 
Regicide is fundamentally an elitist 
decision. Moreover, the soundness and 
convincing criminality of execution- 
cum-impeachment evidence cease to be 
a central consideration. Desire to 
complete the inevitable takes over. 


At this point, I think the circumstances 


of Charles I and Louis XVI have a 
relevance beyond mere unrelated his- 
tory. Both men were executed because of 
elite opinion in the capitals —London and 
Paris —rather than the demands of the 
countryside. That demand did not exist. 
Lady Antonia Fraser's new biography of 
Oliver Cromwell notes that regicide 
leaders were aware that rural opinion 
was heavily against killing King Charles. 
And as for Louis XVI, the vote to execute 
him barely carried. Only the firebrands 
of Paris were enthusiastic. The provin- 
cial deputies knew the ambiguity of 
public opinion. 


Historians 
have also noted 
the 


trumped-up nature of the charges used 
against both kings. In the case of Charles 
I, Hugh Trevor-Roper has argued that 
the issue of "ship money" —allegedly 
improper levy of taxes —was just a cover 
for political grievances. Most historians 
agree that while Charles' fiscal practices 
were arrogant and excessive, previous 
royal policies had not been so different. 
Like_wise with Louis XVI. Although his 
fate "was sealed by the discovery that he 
had been in treasonous correspondence 
with Austria, many other rulers had en- 
gaged in similar chicanery and precau- 
tions. In reality, his execution was poli- 
tical. 


Short-lived glory 


After both kings were executed by 


run-amok legislatures, the glory of the 
legislative branch was short-lived in- 
deed. Political oratory notwithstanding, 
legislatures 
do not become 
dicta- 


torships. On the contrary, 
regicide 


legislatures saddled with the respon- 
sibility of running a divided, chaotic 
country invariably come apart at the 
seams. France's National Assembly and 
England's Rump Parliament became 
ineffective political zoos, and in each 
case, a national strongman emerged - 
Oliver Cromwell, Lord Protector of 
Great Britain and Napoleon Bonaparte, 
First Consul of France. 


If Richard Nixon is impeached, we 


could see a similar pattern. A veto-proof 
Congress would only underscore its own 
incompetence, and public lukewarm- 
ness toward impeachment would re-in- 
carnate itself as disgust with legislative 
leaders who threw the country from the 
frying pan into the fire. A spectrum of 
serious observers —ranging from MIT 
political analyst Walter Dean Burnham 
to Mike LaVelle, the "blue-collar" 
columnist for the Chicago Tribune - 
have suggested that a strongman like 
George Wallace may very well pick up 
the pieces in post-Watergate AmericaT " 


Too much history, some will say. I ard;- 


mit the possibility: Conservatives 
cherish history too much and allow for 
changed circumstances too little. But 
liberals are guilty of the opposite 
fallibility: Repeating history because 
they refuse to learn from it.
